SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer moving image file entitled Goldenboys41 .mpg.296 is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The publication promotes and supports the exploitation of children and young persons 
for sexual purposes. The brief moving image file explicitly depicts two naked, 
adolescent boys engaging in sexual activity. The computer image file format is easily 
privately transmitted around New Zealand or internationally via electronic mail or 
accessed via the Internet as a component of a website. The file is easily copied and 
proliferated by these communications networks. In the Classification Office's 
experience with this character of content and medium, the likely purpose of the 
material is the sexual stimulation of adults with a sexual interest in children and young 
persons, specifically boys. 

The classification places a limitation on the freedom of expression affirmed, though not 
absolutely protected, by the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). The 
result of the publication falling within s3(2) criteria of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 is prescribed by law and therefore consistent with 
the direction of s5 of the NZBR Act, in accord with Parliament's intention that 
publications to which s3(2) criteria apply should be banned so as to prevent likely 
injury to the public good. 
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
